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THE  STORY  BEHIND  THE  COIN

IS  IT  REALLY  A  THREE-LEGGED  BUFFALO  NICKEL? 


Most  coin  collec¬ 
tors  know  about 
the  1937  3-legged 
variety  of  Buffalo 
nickel  struck  at 
the  Denver  mint. 

The  popularity  of 
this  coin  is  such 
that  it  is  listed  in 
Richard  S.  Yeo¬ 
man’s  “GUIDE 
BOOK  OF  UNITED  STATES 
COINS”  and  in  almost  all  U.S. 
catalogs. 

It  catalogs  for  $175  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  to  $750  in  MS-60,  and  $4,375  in 
MS-65.  Since  its  spectacular  rise  in 
value,  many  counterfeits  and  altera¬ 
tions  of  this  coin  have  appeared,  and 
it  is  wise  to  have  such  a  coin  checked 
and  authenticated  by  an  authorita¬ 
tive  coin  dealer  or  experienced  nu¬ 
mismatist.  The  1937-D  mint-struck 
3-legged  Buffalo  nickel  is  one  of  the 
rare  coins  of  recent  mintage,  and  the 
exact  number  struck  will  never  be 
known.  Comparatively  few,  how¬ 
ever,  were  bagged  for  shipment 
before  the  error  was  discovered. 
Most  of  these  have  been  traced  to 
Idaho  and  Montana.  A  majority  of 
the  states  received  none  at  all. 

It  should  be  noted  that  for  some 
unknown  reason,  the  die  that  was 
used  for  coining  the  3-leggers,  was 
entirely  different  from  the  die  used 
for  the  regular  4-legged  variety.  Evi¬ 


dently  the  broken  or  clogged  die  that 
caused  the  3-leg  irregularity,  must 
have  been  completely  destroyed 
when  the  imperfection  was  disco¬ 
vered.  It  is  almost  an  impossibility 
to  duplicate  the  mint-struck  1937-D 
five  cent  3-legger. 

How  can  you  determine  if  you 
have  a  genuine  3-legged  nickel  or  a 
fake?  Use  this  checklist: 

•  The  entire  Buffalo  on  the  mint- 
struck  3-legger  is  slightly  smaller 
than  the  Buffalo  on  any  other  nickel 
in  the  Buffalo  series  from  1913  to 
1938.  Naked  eye  comparison  will 
reveal  this  difference. 

•  The  ‘‘E  PLURIBUS  UNUM”  is 
smaller  on  the  3-legger  than  it  is  on 
other  Buffalo  nickels.  The  lower 
ends  of  the  “P”  and  “U”  in  the  motto 
are  well  above  the  Buffalo’s  back  on 
the  3-leggers;  the  tips  of  these  same 
letters  almost  touch  the  Buffalo’s 
back  on  other  Buffalo  nickels. 

•  The  goatee  or  beard  on  the  3- 
legged  is  narrower  than  that  of  all 
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other  Buffalo  nickels.  The  tip  ends  of 
the  beard  on  the  3-legged  Buffalo  are 
sharper  pointed  and  the  right  tip 
hangs  lower  than  the  left  one.  The 
beard  tips  on  all  other  Buffalo  nick¬ 
els  are  rather  blunt. 

•  The  area  in  front  of  the  Buffalo’s 
shoulder  (down  low)  on  the  3-legger 
is  narrower  than  it  is  on  all  others. 

•  The  Buffalo’s  hoof  below  the 
missing  leg  on  the  3-legger  is  a  weak 
strike;  on  the  others  it  is  bold  and 
well-struck.  The  area  between  the 
front  and  hind  legs  of  the  3-legger  is 
perfectly  level  where  it  joins  the 
front  leg  and  body.  On  all  others,  a 
narrow  sunken  area  can  easily  be 
seen  with  the  naked  eye  by  tipping 
the  coin.  Other  Buffalo  coins  are  not 
so  equipped. 

•  The  tip  under  the  belly  of  the 
Buffalo  on  the  3-legger  is  different 
from  the  ones  found  on  other  Buffalo 
nickels.  On  the  3-legger,  this  tip  is 
longer,  narrower,  tipped  back  to¬ 
wards  the  Buffalo’s  hind  leg,  and 
appears  disconnected  from  the  body, 
thus  forming  a  ball.  On  all  others, 
this  tip  is  much  shorter,  wider  and 
squared  at  the  end. 

•  The  hind  legs  on  the  3-legged 
Buffalo  are  narrower,  more  grace¬ 
fully  formed,  better  proportioned. 
However,  they  are  not  fully  rounded, 
which  gives  them  a  moth-eaten 
appearance.  The  hind  legs  on  all 
others  are  fully  rounded,  thicker  and 
more  stocky  looking. 

Since  the  spectacular  rise  in  val¬ 
ues,  many  counterfeits  and  altera¬ 
tions  of  this  coin  have  appeared.  As  I 
previously  stated,  if  you  plan  to  buy 


one  -  either  have  it  checked  by  an 
expert  or  ask  for  the  ANACS  papers 
or  OIN  Attribution  papers. 

In  1965,  a  most  unusual  Buffalo 
nickel  was  publicized  to  everyone’s 
amazement.  It  was  a  2-legged  nickel, 
which  was  found  in  circulation  by  a 
policeman  in  New  Brunswick,  N.J. 
As  far  as  it  is  known,  this  is  an  uni¬ 
que  piece,  and  after  undergoing 
many  checks,  was  declared  authen¬ 
tic.  The  coin  was  found  while  search¬ 
ing  through  a  few  hundred  thousand 
five-cent  pieces.  All  of  which  indi¬ 
cates  the  possibility  of  many  unus¬ 
ual  and  rare  items  that  may  still  be 
in  circulation. 

According  to  Frank  Spadone,  an 
author  and  expert  on  FIDOs 
(Freaks,  Irregulars,  Defects  and  Odd¬ 
ities),  some  1936  2-leggers  have  been 
reported  which  were  caused  by  a 
filled  die. 

Whether  the  3-legged  1937-D  mint- 
struck  Buffalo  nickel  was  the  result 
of  a  filled  die,  or  the  result  of  a 
workman’s  tool  on  the  die,  may 
never  be  known. 

By  the  way,  I  found  my  3-legged 
Buffalo  in  change  in  1950.  But  that’s 
another  story.

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COMMEMORATIVE  COINS  ISSUED 
FOR  SCOUTING  CELEBRATION 


Two  from  the  series  of  coins  celebrating  “The  Year  of  the  Scout” 
(1982-1983)  struck  by  the  British  Royal  Mint.  The  reverse  designs  for 
Tristan  da  Cunha  (left)  and  Turkey  (right). 


On  behalf  of  12  nations  celebrat¬ 
ing  the  75th  anniversary  of  the 
Scout  Movement  and  the  125th  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  birth  of  its  founder, 
the  British  Royal  Mint  has  been 
authorized  by  The  World  Scout 
Movement  to  strike  gold  and  silver 
coins.  At  this  time  the  coins  of  five 
countries  commemorating  the  “Year 
of  the  Scout”  (1982-1983)  are  availa¬ 
ble  to  North  American  collectors: 
Ascension  Island,  East  Caribbean 
States,  St.  Helena,  Trista  da  Cunha, 
and  Turkey. 

The  coins  of  Liberia,  the  sixth  in 
the  first  set,  are  currently  in  the  final 
stages  of  design.  Design  details  of 
the  other  coins  are  still  being  final¬ 
ized.  The  legal  tender  coins  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  very  low  issue  limits,  namely 
2,000  in  both  gold  proof  and  gold 
uncirculated  and  10,000  in  both 
silver  proof  and  silver  uncirculated. 


The  Scout  Movement  began  in 
1907  when  Robert  Baden-Powell,  a 
British  army  officer  close  to  retire¬ 
ment,  tested  some  of  his  ideas  for 
training  young  people  for  responsi¬ 
ble  citizenship  at  an  experimental 
camp  at  Brownsea  Island,  on  Eng¬ 
land’s  south  coast.  At  the  camp  there 
were  20  boys,  but  when  Baden- 
Powell  published  his  ideas  in 
SCOUTING  FOR  BOYS  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  the  word  spread  over¬ 
seas  and  around  the  globe  and  today 
some  16  million  Scouts  in  150  coun¬ 
tries  embrace  the  Scout  promise,  “I 
will  do  my  best,  to  do  my  duty  ...  to 
help  other  people  and  to  keep  the 
Scout  law.”  In  fact,  at  some  time  in 
their  lives,  over  200  million  people 
have  been  members  of  the  Scout 
Movement. 

Struck  in  916.6  gold  and  .925  ster¬ 
ling  silver,  the  coins  depict  various 
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scenes  in  Scouting.  The  Tristan  da 
Cunha  2-pound  gold  coin  shows  a 
group  of  Scouts  aboard  a  small  sail¬ 
ing  vessel,  while  the  25  pound  bears 
the  Year  of  the  Scout  symbol,  the 
fleur-de-lys  which  was  originally 
used  by  Baden-Powell,  and  repres¬ 
ents  north  on  the  compass  -  “the  way 
forward.” 

The  reverse  of  the  St.  Helena  2- 
pound  gold  depicts  a  group  of  Scouts 
at  a  campfire  preparing  food  while 
the  25  pound  bears  the  Year  of  the 
Scout  international  logo  with  the 
inscription  “The  Year  of  the  Scout 
—  1907-1982.”  The  East  Caribbean 
States  $500  gold  reverse  shows 
Scouts  hiking,  while  the  $50  silver 
portrays  a  group  around  the  camp 
fire. 

The  2-pound  Ascension  Island 
gold  coin  shows  a  Scout  hiking,  and 
the  reverse  of  the  25  pound  silver 
coin  bears  the  famous  Jagger  por¬ 
trait  of  Lord  Baden-Powell.  All  eight 
coins  of  the  British  Commonwealth 
Nations  bear  the  renowned  Arnold 
Machin  portrait  of  H.M.  Queen  Eli¬ 
zabeth  II. 

Turkey’s  30,000  Lira  gold  coin 
bears  the  fleur-de-lys  and  the  Year  of 
the  Scout  logo  on  its  reverse,  while 
the  500  Lira  silver  depicts  a  group  of 
Scouts  climbing  a  mountain  with 


their  ridge  tent  pitched  in  the  fore¬ 
ground.  The  common  obverse  bears 
an  inscription  in  Turkish. 

Both  Liberian  coins  will  share  a 
common  obverse  bearing  the  Liber¬ 
ian  Crest,  a  sailing  boat  and  palm 
tree  with  the  sun  in  the  background. 
The  reverse  of  the  $200  gold  coin  will 
show  a  Scout  saluting.  The  details  of 
the  reverse  of  the  $20  silver  are  cur¬ 
rently  being  completed. 

As  a  special  consideration  to  col¬ 
lectors,  the  Royal  Mint  is  offering  a 
discount  on  advance  purchase  of  the 
first  set  of  six  coins.  Alternatively, 
each  coin  can  be  purchased  on  an 
individual  basis.

UNUSUAL  PIECES 

A  pattern  coin  is  one  having  a 
design  other  than  that  in  use.  It  is  a 
proposed  coinage.  An  experimental 
piece  is  one  struck  from  the  regular 
dies  in  an  experimental  metal  or 
alloy.  A  trial  piece  is  an  impression 
from  the  regular  dies  in  soft  metal  to 
try  the  die.

The  statue  was  sent  to  this  country 
in  1885,  dismantled  and  packed  in 
214  crates.

from  the  foundation  to  the  torch,  305 
feet  .  .  .

On  February  10,  1983  the  first 
Olympic  commemorative  coin  was 
struck  by  Donna  Pope,  the  Director 
of  the  United  States  Mint. 

The  Olympic  Commemorative 
Coin  Act  allows  for  52  million  com¬ 
memorative  coins  honoring  the  1984 
Los  Angeles  Olympics.  Twenty-five 
million  of  these  coins  will  be  1983 
silver  dollars  and  25  million  will  be 
1984  silver  dollars.  Two  million  will 
be  1984  ten  dollar  gold  coins. 

The  obverse  of  the  1983  coins  fea¬ 
tures  a  discus  thrower.  The  legend 
reads:  LOS  ANGELES/XXIII  OLY¬ 


MPIAD/LIBERTY.  To  the  right  of 
the  discus  thrower  are  the  Olympic 
rings  and  moving  stars.  The  reverse 
design  depicts  the  bust  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  eagle  with  the  inscription  E/- 
PLURIBUS/UNUM.  The  legend 
around  the  design  reads  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA/ONE  DOL¬ 
LAR. 

The  1984  silver  dollar  and  the  ten 
dollar  gold  coins’  obverse/reverse 
legends  will  be  different  than  the 
1983  silver  dollars.  All  of  these  coins 
would  be  a  great  addition  to  any 
sports  collection.
